They 
cannot help eceing a disposition on the 
part of the Indians to indulge pretty vigor- 
ously and extensively in the work of shoot- 
ing and scalping, and it is just possible 
that they are a little afraid of losing the 
hair under their broad brims. With all 
their horror of bloodshed, they are perhaps 
waiting for the company of the armed men 
of war. They perhaps think that their 
doctrines of non-combativeness can be 
taught most impressively under the cover

The Infallfbilicy of Statiatics.

teenth week eight more names—nearly twice 
the usual propertion—had been added te the 
list, and statistics enjoyed another triumph.

At Snedecor’s Galiery, in New York, there 
are on exhibition four pictures that wall de- 
serve the attention of thelovers of art. ‘They 
are from the easel Of the young artist Mr. Jom 
R. Key, who has devoted himself chiefly to 
landscape painting, but whose earliest consid- 
erable efforts were pictures of Fort Sumpter 
and the entrance to Charleston harbor, 
taken at different periods of the mem- 
orable siege. These were g0 éxcellent 
as to attract_the notice of Admiral Dahigrecn, 
who at once gaye the artist a cOmmission to 
execute other pictures based upon the same 
stormy episode in our history. Mr. Key de- 
lights im studies of natore in the depths of the 
forest and in monntain * remote from" 
the noise and bustle of cities. ‘The four pieces 
now to be seen at Snedecor’s gallery are all 
suggestive of loncliress and seclusion. Two 
are Jandscapes in the Pledmont district of 
Virginia and Maryland, where these States are 
coterminous, both embracing a wide range of 
country, and representing. the same lan- 
guor and -repose under the differeat 
aspects of morning anfi eanuset. There 
ia water in. the morning. view, with 
eattle drinking. In the sunset piece we hayé 
the after-glow of a red west on a broken hori- 
zon, given with wonderful effect. A third 
picture represents the yery heart of the forest, 
with the sunlight striking ihe tops of the 
loftiest trees, which, in trunk and boughs and 
foliag:, are most conscientiously painted. In 
striking contrast’ with tie perfect calm of 
these three pictures is a mountain gorge, nar- 
row and abrupt, in the first gust of a storm. 
The clouds drift rapidly across, and the 
branches of the trees are swayed by the wind, 
which the observer can almost feel blowing, 
so naturally are its eflects represénted.

WORK FOR THE EXECUTIONER. 


Kriel, the Wife Murderer, to be Hanged 

There is dread news to-day for William Kriel, 
the wife murderer, and when it reaches him in 
his close, dark cell, the stoicism which eharacter- 
ized his deportment during the long trial which 
ended in his conviction will scarce serve to blunt 
the edge of the shaft that will pierce his soul. 
All the persistent, unswerving efforts of his able 
couneel, all the motions and the delays, all 
the pleas of ineanity, can avail him nothing 
now. The fiendish atrocity of his crime gave 
strong color to the assertions that he was a mad- 
man, and no doubt there were those who be- 
lieved him mad, but the time has gone by when 
such pleas for him can stay the heavy hand of 
the law. Yesterday, in the Court of Appeals at 
Frapktort, the judgment of the Cireult Court 
condemning him to death, was affirmed, and he 
now has only to make his peace with God. 
By the action of the Otreutt Oourt, 
Kriel was to have been execnted on the 28th of 
May last, but his attorneys, hoping for a reversal 
of the decision, carried the case to the Court of 
Appeals, thus at least indefinitely postponing the 


accident, can now keep Kriel from the galiows. 
There is at present little probability tbat the 
Governor will look »beyond the ac- 
tien of the courte and grant. either 
& pardon, ora commutation of the sentence. The 
duty of naming the day for the execution falls 
upon the Governor, the case having by the appeal 
gone out of the hands of Judge Bruce of the Cir- 
cuit Court, who had pronounced sentence. 

The news of the action ef the Court of Appeals 
will create little surprise, thongh there has been 
an impress‘on with many that Kriel would by
